H. Kokovseff, the minister of finance, 
telling the strikers that they have 
ifeoen led into trouble by evil-disposed 
persons, and that their best interests 
will be served by peaceful representa- 
tkms to the government. The work- 
men are also assured that the emperor 
has ordered the framing of ^ certain 
laws for their benefit and the creation 
of a system of state Institutions that 
will protect them from want in case of 
sickness or disability.

The only 
reason why any statement wa« made 
l»y the department relative to its scope 
was based on an apprehension that the 
agreement itself would be misunder- 
stood by the public, which it was 
feared would not clearly understand 
the causes which led up to it and the 
limitations embodied in the document 
upon the relations between the United 
States and San Domini«>.

porate interests, has been introduced 
in the house of representatives by 
Representative Jenkins of Wisconsin, 
chairman of the judiciary committee.
